Under discussion was an appropriation® measure prowl ding for two 

appropriations for the tapssk Federal Bureau of Investigation, The 

first was the amount of #7,222,000.00, a regular appropriation, and the 

eeeond " emergency items” totalling #2,488,000,00, both coming to 

19,500,000*00 in round numbers. 

Senator StcEellar ( In charge of the bill ) said ,”That Bureau has 
increased right and left, from a very small beginning to a very large 
Bureau, Senator Norris asked,” Old the committee take any evidence cm 
the activities of the Bureau?” McEellar replied that, as Is usual In 
such cases, the head of the Department was invited to appear before the 
committee, etc. The Norris said" Frankly, I am worried about the 
activities of this Bureau, I must confess, to begin with, that I have 
no concrete evidence, which I c? uld offer In court to sustain the position 
which I take, Yot it seems to me that this is a subject which should 
bo looked into. Wo are appropriating in this bill a little more then 
f9, 500, 000 for this Bureau, and under the law creating the Bureau, 
and in connection with its activities, it does not seem to me^hat it 
can utilize that amount of money. My information to a great extent 
depends upon items of nows which have appeared at furious times intthe 
newspapers and magazines. In one attiele In particular, appearing in the 
New Republic, this Bureau is very severely criticized, I do not know 
whether it is in this article or not, but in many of the newspapers I 
have read statements to the effect that the methods resorted to by the 
representatives of the Bureau are, to say the least, rather abhorrent to 
one who believes in constitutional liberty, and the rights we think we 
all have as citizens of the United States under the Constitution,

"It is e liege 4, and it was circulated in the newspapers 
at the Mm, as I remember,!* that a large member of people, to glee 
an illustration, sere arrested in isla e t* the nighttime in Detroit* 
Several raids sere made, if they may fee denominated raids, in different - 
cities in the United States^ where similar arrests took place* As I 
understand from the newspapers, those -arrested were charged with having 
engaged with what was admittedly illegal, perhaps, under the statute, 
that ie, enlisting ee soldiers in the Loyalist Army of Spain during the

women were arrested at 4 o’clock la the morning and taken out of their 
homos without any notice that they were to fee arrested* They were hand* 
cuffed, and in that condition were taken to the common jail, and some 
were held in custody in other places, where the handcuffed men ware 
charged with a statutory offense, which had attached to it no ignominy, 
because we must all admit that our people were much moee divided on the 
question whether we should aeelat the Loyalist cense in Spain. There ms 
no me lice* 



”If this charge fee true, it seems to me this Bifreau is 



engaging in an activity not in consonance with our idea of constitutional 
right, an activity which cannot fee excused* If these charges are only 
partially true, it is e matter of taking the law into their own hands 
and punishing people who are not ©Evicted of a crime, who are not 
charged with eny malicious crime* who are not charged with anything 
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which lias attached to It any clamant of criminality*”

X rely for my information upon the general news of the day, and 



particularly upon the editorial in the Hew Republic Magazine# for which

gnilfy of making any assertions or charges without due and proper 
investigation* *
